One of Adas leading merchants has 
received a lengthy letter from a whole­ 
sale house in St I ahi is which in a most 
Interesting manner discusses the pres 
cut financial conditions.

Naturally the stagnation that 
ensued had the immediate effect of 
further depressing the price of cotton 
Cotton growers were panic stricken, 
and some went so far as to advocate 
"burning cotton" iii order to stimulate 
the price by reducing the supply Th*' 
more these frantic remedies were ad- 
I 
vocated, the grantor was the decline 
in the price of cotton. 
We issued a circular on February 
lith , 1905, calling attention to condi­ 
tions. and arguing there was not ‘ too 
much cotton ” What was needed was 
a 
greater 
coak u rn pf ion 
of 
cotton 
goods.” and a greater use for cotton. 
We pointed out that if the eighty 
millions of

The effect of this acthity was al­ 
most immediately reflected by the cot­ 
ton markets. By the 1st of April, 1905 
cotton had advanced over one and one , 
quarter cents a pound; by th** end of 1 
June it advanced nearly thro** cents j 
a pound, and as business improved ;

The 
tipper house is entitled to four pages 
and th** lower house six, each to re­ 
ceive $1 per day Th** president of the 
senate and sp aker of the bouse is en­ 
titled to have a private secretary, each 
I of whom shall receive $3 per day.

slave raiders, and the penalty of six 
m onths’ convict labor and a large fine 
in kind does not appear to be a suf­ 
ficient deterrent, for tilt4 profits are 
enorm ous and the raiding Arabs are 
never so happy as when they are light­ 
ing. 
The sm aller fry of raiders merely 
entice and kidnap children, while big­ 
ger men with influence journey down 
into H aussalan and stir up dissension 
am ong tribes. 
T he object of this is 
that in th*4 ensuing fight a village may 
be th** more easily raided. 
The slaves 
on their way north are viewed with 
far less consideration than cattle, to** 
should many die from hunger, thirst 
or ill treatm ent other raids may be 
made on th*4 journey.

snows that some attention is given to 
the slaves, of whom it may be truly 
said that only the fittest survive and 
th*4 rest leave their bones by the way 
with those of the fallen camel or mule.

Londonderry, Ireland.—"Irish 
hos­ 
pitality." I have often heard th*4 term 
used but I did not suppose 
that 
I 
should get such convincing evidence 
of it within 12 hours of my arrival at 
this northern port. 
This is to be a straightforw ard re­ 
lation of w hat happened to some half 
dozen Americans, strangers to each 
other, a week ago, and stran g ers to 
all Ireland upon arrival. 
In details it is som ew hat unusual 
but in spirit I am sure it is ch aracter­ 
istic of what might have befallen good 
A m ericans in any one of th*4 four 
provinces. 
To be dumped into the tender that 
came down the Foyle to m eet th*4 Cal­ 
edonia at Moville at the chilly hour of 
two in the m orning seemed at 
tho 
time a hardship. We had w anted to 
see the green hills of old Ireland and 
here were blackness and bleakness 
and crowded h u m an ity ’ 
Blit the loading process was long 
draw n out and when at last we be­ 
gan our ascent of the Foyle there 
were indubitable sym ptom s of m orn­ 
ing in th*4 eastern skies, and we saw 
that our entrance into th*4 tender was 
like the entrance of early ones into 
a th eater before th*4 lights are turned 
up. After awhile the curtain is lifted 
and tho scenic glories are revealed to 
eyes th a t have developed a proper 
am ount of eagerness and receptivity. 
W ith th*4 first steps of day a young 
Irishm an returning to his native land 
m ounted a s*’at and recited an apos­ 
trophe, "The top of the m ornin’ to 
ye," and then a mist lifting suddenly, 
Ireland, dewily green and soft and 
fair, lay revealed before our appreci­ 
ative eyes. 
T he sun. when he really began his 
morning brushwork, painted the t r e e s 
and grasses in m ore vivid greens but 
th ere was a suggestiveness of early 
spring in th*4 first soft tones that was 
fully valued by e v e s that had 
been 
used til leaden skies for m ore than 
half the days of the voyage. 
But I am no poet to paint land­ 
scapes on new spaper so we will con­ 
sider ourselves landed and furnished 
with a tow hours of necessary sleep, 
and anxious to begin our adventures. 
Our party consisted of a half dozen 
whose itineraries were to run in paral­ 
lels for a time. 
T here were four 
ladies and two of us were men. 
One 
of th*4 m en had to come to Ireland on 
business and he found Ii*4 had aw ait­ 
ing him an invitation to lunch that 
day with a country gentlem an with 
whom h*4 had corresponded on busi­ 
ness m atters. 
As the one least strange to the coun­ 
try this American had tendered his 
good offices, A m erican fashion, to the 
ladies who would be traveling with 
out m ale companions after we left 
them, and so lit4 dispatched a m essen­ 
ger with a note to th*4 effect that he 
m ust regretfully decline, and stating 
his reasons for so doing. 
W hile we were lunching at the hotel 
a return note cam e to him. this time 
from the good man s wife, cordially 
asking that we all come and have aft­ 
ernoon tea. 
H ere was a chance to see an Irish 
household that was hailed with de­ 
light by all. a delight th at was not 
unappreciative of the w arm th of tin* 
invitation. 
W e would go to the pleasant coun­ 
try house b u t—our trunks had not 
come. 
Would our 
traveler’s 
tog* 
worthily represent our country? 
But 
our 
friend 
sal*!. 
"Don’t 
let 
clothes stand between us and this 
thing. I’m sure this lady will be glad 
to welcome us as A m ericans and for 
my part I never reflect on my tailor 
and people never clamor for his ad 
dress when they see me. As for you 
ladies I’d think any tea of mine hon­ 
ored by such fetching gowns, if that s 
tho proper term. I’m going to write 
her that we’re coming just as 
we 
are.’’ 
So he sent another m essenger out 
into the country—telephones seemed 
as 
scarce 
as 
snakes 
here- saying, 
well, Ii*4 used a good assortm ent of 
words and arranged them worthily. 
The two young girls of th*4 party 
clamored for jaunting cars and so two 
w ere ordered for four o’clock. One of 
them had n il cushions and was 
as 
glittering in its glass and gold as a 
circus wagon. 
My friend on ordering this one said 
to th*4 "jarvey” (by the way, they call 
them drivers here in this p art of Ire 
land, but jarvey has always seemed so 
delightfully Irish that I prefer to stick 
to it), “Get another *ar as nice as 
this." 
“Sure, th ere’s none as nice as this," 
said he, pride forcing the confession; 
"but ITI get a good one." 
It was a beautiful day except for 
the extrem e h ea t—and yet they say 
it always rains in Ireland. 
I felt that 
it m ust be exceptional and said to the 
w alter at lunch, "I suppose it’s un­ 
usual to have such w eather as this?" 
"Sure, every day is like this," said he 
with patriotic mendacity. 
W hen 
the 
jaunty 
Jaunting 
cars 
drew up a little befoie four o’clock 
there were portentous black clouds in 
the sky but the ju rv its assoria us 


that. they v/C.’C th ere m ore for looks 
than anythin;. else-—th at there rvight 
be a m atter of a spit or two, but that 
we’*! have a lint4 afternoon. 
So we nfounted th*4 sides of the cars 
and holding on to the polished rails 
as we had been told was the proper 
fashion we set out bravely on c ir way, 
lit ti*4 wotting what a w etting all Ire­ 
land was soon to have. 
In a half hour or so we would be 
walking over Irish lawns and adm ir­ 
ing Irish lace as they decked the forms 
of gaily clad femininity gathered for 
sociability and tea alongside the rho­ 
dodendrons and fuchia bushes. 
A few drolls of rain fell 
but 
the 
wind was south and we seemed to be 
going east. 
“ Isn’t this gay?” called the young 
girls as we jiggled along in holiday 
mood. Suddenly a silver bolt of jagged 
lightning cleft th*4 sky to th*4 south 
and almost 
sim ultaneously 
a 
peal 
of thunder that sounded as if it had 
been born and bred on Connecticut 
bills, so loud was it, told us th at the 
people living to the south of us were 
going to get wet. 
And then we cam e to a bend in the 
road aud turned south. 
“Ah, ’twill bt4 
nothin’,” said our 
driver iii answ er to a question. 
W e put on our cravenettes, hoisted 
what u m b rellas we had and gave the 
blankets an extra tucking in and after 
th a t—the deluge! 
Bang, kerrassh! A bolt from H eav­ 
en followed by a bolt from each horse. 
A sort of echo as it were. T he drivers 
reined them iii and ours started to 
seek shelter under a tree. 
As I soul* times read the new spa­ 
pers when at hom e i told our driver to 
lo ep in th*4 open. 
'l’h*4 lightning now becam e m ore and 
more frequent and was so close th at 
we let go our hold on the brass rails, 
preferring to pitch out ra th e r than act 
as conductor on a jaunting c a r—such 
tilings as conductors being unknown 
anyway. 
It was terrifying and to add to my 
discomfort I found I was sitting in a 
pool of w ater, th*4 rain having an Irish 
insinuatBigness about it th a t was irre­ 
sistible. And now, just to show us 
what could be gotten up on short no­ 
tice for American visitors, it began to j 
hail and th*4 wind blew it in long 
white, .slanting winter-like lines across j 
th** air and int*) our faces, ami the ! 
roads having bedim ti little brooks, tho 
horses had to be urged to th e driv- j 
e r’s utm ost of th reats and cajolery.

Borne of whom appeared only 
often enough to touch the pen and re- 
ceive their pay. During one Hessloc 
there were no many assistant clerks 
that both house* adopted a rule to call 
the roll of employes every morning

The 
upper house la entitled to four pages 
and tho lower house six, each to re- 
ceive $1 per dav Tho president of the

Londonderry, Ireland.—"Irish 
hos- 


pitality." I have often heard the term 
used but I did not suppose 
that 
I 


should get such convincing evidence 
of it within 12 hours ot my arilva] at 
this northern port. 


Tills is to be a straightforward re- 


lation of what happened to some half 
do/en Americans, sti angers to each 
other, a week ago, and strangers to 
all Ireland upon arrival. 


In details it Is somewhat 
unusual 


but in spliit I am sure it is ch.nncter- 
istic of what might have befallen good 
Americans 
in any ono of the 
tour 


provinces. 


To be dumped Into the tender that 


came down the Foyle to meet the Cal- 
edonia at Movllle at the chilly hour of 
two in the morning seemed at 
the 


time a haidship. We had wanted to 
see the gieen hills of old Ireland and 
here were blackness and bleakness 
and crowded humanity 1 


Hut the loading process was long 


drawn out and when at last we be- 
gan our ascent of the Foyle the! e 
were indubitable symptoms of morn 
Ing in the easlcin sKies, and we saw 
that our entrance into the tendel was 
like the entrance of early ones into 
it theater before the lights are tinned 
up After awhile the curtain is Illled 
and the scenic glories are revealed to 
eves that have developed a pi'iper 
amount of eagerness and receptivity. 


With the first steps ot daj a young 


Irishman returning to his native land 
mounted a scat and recited an apos- 
trophe. "The 
top of the niornin' lo 


>e." and then a mist lifting snddenl.v. 
Ireland, dewlly green and soft and 
fair, lay revealed before our appreci- 
ative eyes. 


The sun, when he really began his 


morning brushwork. painted the trees 
and grasses in more vivid greens but 
there was a siiggestiveness ot eailv 
spring In the first soft tones that was 
fully valued by eves that had 
been 


used to leaden skies for more than 
half the davs ot the voyage. 


Hut I am no poet lo paint land- 


scapes on newspaper so we will con- 
sider ourselves landed and furnished 
with a few hours of necessary sleep, 
and anxious to begin our adventures. 


Our party consisted of n half do/en 


•whose itineraries weie to run in paral- 
lels for a time. 
There weie four 


ladies and two ot us were men 
One 


of the men had to come to li eland on 
business and he found he had await- 
ing him an Imitation to lunch that 
day with a country gentleman 
wilh 


whom he had corresponded on busi- 
ness matters. 


As the one least strange to the coun- 


try this American had tendered his 
good offices, American fashion, to the 
ladles who would be traveling with- 
out male companions after we 
left 


them, and so he dispatched a messen- 
ger with a note to the effect that he 
must regretfully decline, and stating 
his reasons for so doing. 


While we were lunching at the hotel 


a return note came to him. this time 
from the good man's wife, oordlall} 
asking that we all come and have aft- 
ernoon tea 


Here was a chance lo see. an Irish 


household that was hailed with de- 
light by all, a delight that was not 
nnapprooiativc of the warmth of the 
invitation. 


We would go to the pleasant coun- 


try house but—our trunks had not 
come. 
Would our 
traveler's 
togb 


worthily represent our country' 


Hut 
our 
friend 
said, "Don't 
let 


clothes stand between 
us and this 


thing I'm sure this lady will be glad 
to welcome us as Americans and for 
my part 1 never reflect on my tailor 
and people never clamor for his ad- 
dress when they see me. As for you 
ladies I'd think any tea of mine hon- 
ored by such fetching gowns, if I hat's 
tho proper term. I'm going to wrile 
her that we're coming Just as 
we 


are." 


So he sent another messenger out 


Into the country—telephones seemed 
as scarce as snakes 
here—saving, 


well, he used a good assortment of 
words and arranged them worthily. 


The two young girls of the party 


clamored for Jaunting cars and so I wo 
were ordered for four o'clock. One of 
them had red cushions and was 
as 


glittering In its glass and gold as a 
circus wagon. 


My friend on ordering this ono said 


to the "jarvey" (by tho way, they call 
them drivers here in this part of Ire- 
land, but Jarvey has always seemed so 
delightfully Irish that I prefer to stick 
to U), "Get another »ar as nice as 
this." 


"Sure, there's none as nice as this," 


said he, pride forcing the confession; 
"but I'H'get a good one." 


It was a beautiful day except for 


the extieme heat—and yet they say 
it always rains in Ireland. I felt that 
It must be exceptional and said to the 
waiter at lunch, "I suppose It's un- 
usual to have such weather as this?" 
"Sure, every day Is like this," said ho 
with patriotic mendacity. 


When 
the 
Jaunty 
jaunting cars 


drew up a little befoic four o'clock 
there were portentous lilack clouds in 
the sky but the Jarvlia asaurtd ui 


lhat they were there more for laolo 
than anylhinf else—that thoie rxight 
be a matter of a spit or two, but that 
we'd have a fine afternoon. 


So wo nfounled tho sides ot the cars 


and holding on to the polished rails 
as we had been told was the proper 
fashion we set out bravely on c-lr way. 
little wottlns what a wotting all Ire- 
land was soon to have. 


In a half hour or so we would be 


walking over Irish lawns and admir- 
ing Irish lace us they docked the forms 
of gaily clad femininity gathered tor 
sociability and tea alongside the rho- 
dodendrons and Inchia bushes. 


A few diops of mm loll 
but 
the 


wind was south and we seemed to bo 
going east. 


"Isn't this gay?" called the young 


girls as we Jiggled along in holiday 
mood. Suddenly a silver bolt ol jagged 
lightning cleft (ho sky to the south 
and almost 
simultaneously 
a 
peal 


of thunder that sounded as if It had 
been born and bred on Connecticut 
hills, so loud was it, (old us that Un- 
people living to the south of us were 
going to get wet. 


And then we came lo a bend in the 


road and turned south. 


"Ah. 
'twill be nolhiu'." said our 


diiver In answer to a question 


Wo put on our ciavenettes. hoisted 


what iimbiellas we had and gave tho 
blankets an extra tucking in and after 
that—the deluge! 


Bang, kerrassh' A bolt from Heav- 


en followed by a bolt from each horse. 
A sort of echo as il were The dnveis 
reined them in and ours started to 
seek shelter under a tree. 


As I sometimes read the newspa- 


pers when at home 1 told our driver to 
luep in the open. 


The lightning now became more and 


more frequent and was so close that 
wo let go our hold on the brass rails, 
pieferrlng to pitch out rather than art 
as conductor on a jaunting car—such 
things as coudnctois being unknown 
anyway. 


It was ten If} lug and to add to my 


dlscomlort 1 toiind I was sitting in a 
pool of water, the lam having an Irish 
Insiniiatingness about it that was irre- 
sistible. And now, just to show us 
whal could be gotten up on shoit no- 
lice for American visitms, it began to 
hail and the wind blew it in long 
white, slanting winter-like lines across 
the air and into our faces, and the 
roads having become little brooks, tho 
horses had lo be urged to the driv- 
er's utmost of throats and cajolery. 


I thought of th.u waiter who had 


told me it was alvv.lv s sunny In Ire- 
land and 1 wished him out In the pelt- 
ing storm. 


"I've not seen the' like in tvvinty 


yairs. sorr," said the driver. 


To go back was to get the storm in 


fuller fury, for the wind hud shifted. 
To go ahead was lo arrive like drown- 
ed rats, but we were anxious for shel- 
ter ami still the driver said. "It's not 
far," and so we went on 1 have been 
In many places in all sorts of weath- 
ers, but it is veins since I've been out 
in such a storm. The hail slones weie 
not as large as hen s eggs, but they 
were as large as Flench pea*.

Our protestations of regret at put 


ting them to trouble weie met w i t h 
protestations (if delight at being nine 
to serve us, and as my host hi ought 
me some union garments Inn' 
n id 


been made lor a man of tlnef tm.e-, 
my size and 1 wiapped them round 
and round me u n l i l 
they weie giddv. 


I was glad I had not turned bai k lo 
spend a damp afteinoon in a luneiv 
hotel. 


The rest of the party fared well in 


getting follies that beiame them, but 
when 1 "as fully dressed I looked like 
Francis Wilson in Urminlo As I ( i n n 
ed up my sleeves and triple turned up 
my trousers I knew I would be good 
for a laugh in any theater in Chnslen 
dom 


There was but one thing to do—go
